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Lord’s day? Where is the warm glow in your heart at the thought 
that soon you will be in the presence of the Lord and in 
fellowship with the saints joined together in worship? Jesus said: 
“For where two or three are gathered together in My name, I am 
there in the midst of them” (Matthew 18:20). Why wouldn’t such 
a thought send your heart against your ribcage at the mere 
prospect that this is what you get from public worship services? 

The early disciples continued steadfastly in the apostle’s 
doctrine, fellowship, breaking of bread, and in prayers (Acts 
2:42). The disciples in Troas listened to Paul preach until 
midnight after participating in the Lord’s supper (Acts 20:7). I 
have preached some long sermons, brethren, but I have never 
caused anyone to fall asleep and fall from a third story window to 
the ground (vs. 9)! 

Early Christians used to greet one another with a “holy kiss” 
(Romans 16:16; 1 Corinthians 16:20; 2 Corinthians 13:12; 1 
Thessalonians 5:26). Whatever the nature of this kiss, it was 
certainly chaste, and it was certainly a celebration of the love and 
fellowship shared among the saints. It is hard to imagine this kiss 
not being a joyful acknowledgement of a joyful bond of faith and 
fraternity between the saints of God. At the very least, we ought 
to greet one another with an enthusiastic handshake today and a 
warm, personal and loving greeting. 

The Macedonians implored the apostle Paul and company 
with much urgency that they be allowed to participate in the relief 
of the needy saints in Judea (2 Corinthians 8:1-4). Although poor 
themselves, these Christians had given themselves first to the 
Lord. Truly, this service of theirs to relieve other suffering saints 
was a joy and was service with a smile.

There is only one document 
that helps me decide who I will 
vote fore - it is the Bible.

I harbor 
no delusions that any of the 
people running for public office 
is going to cause a renaissance of 
godliness and purity to return to 
our nation. 

However, there is a document 
that I pay strict attention to that 
has the power to do exactly that. 
It is powerful enough to change 
minds, hearts, and lives, and it 
has the power to change a nation 
that is on a disastrous course. 
That document, of course, is the 
Bible. 

Paul the apostle said that the 
scripture “is given by inspiration 
of God and is profitable for 
correction, for reproof, for 
instruction in righteousness, that 
the man of God may be complete, 
thoroughly equipped for every 
good work” (2 Timothy 3:16-17). 
It contains everything that

He will hold everyone 
of us accountable to the same 
august standard that men and 
women have been held to since 
the institution of the Lord’s 
church - the New Testament.

3:7).
